In announcing an increase of 826 cases 
of influenza in twenty-four hours yes- 
terday Dr. Royal S. Copeland, Health 
Commissioner, took an optimistic view 
of the situation’ and said that, while 
the peak of the epidemic had not been 
reached, he looked for a temporary re- 
duction in new cases. 

Every branch of the Health Depart- 
ment was busy yesterday with plans to 
control the disease. The Executive Com- 
mittee of the Nurses’ En cy Coun- 
cil met in the afternoon, and the Com- 
missioner made a survey of the hospi- 
tals of the city to discover the facilities 
available in an emergency. 

There were 5,532 new cases of influ- 
enza and 851 of pneumonia reported 
yesterday, both below the high mark of 
the 1918 epidemic. The pneumonia cases 
show an increase of 202 over Thursday. 
Deaths reported yesterday were 119 from 
influenza, 19 more than on Thursday, 
and 143 from pneumonia, an increase of 
7. The deaths from both diseases yes- 
terday were less than on the corre- 
sponding day in the 1918 epidemic.

Warning Needed, Says Washington.

In a broad sense Mr. Glass's answer 
to the petition that the Gevernment un- 
dertake an examination of conditions in 
Burope is an amplification of the advice 
given to European representatives at the 
Peace Conference by Thomas W. La- 
mont, Bernard N. Baruch, Norman -H. 
Davis, and other financial and economic 
experts attached to the Peace Com- 
mission, 

“Let Europe go to work,"’ was the sub- 
stance of this advice, wich American 
experts repeated constantly in response 
to EKuropéan statesmen urging that the 
United States should assume more of the 
burden of putting Europe on its feet. 
Secretary Glass has now made it clear 
that this also has become the fixed pol- 
icy of the Government.

BELIEVES BRUSILOFF-IS DEAD. 


Sister-in-Law of the General Dis- 
credits Report He Leads Reds. 

Mrs.: Charles Johnston of 395 Ocean 
Avenue, Brooklyn, a sister of the wife 
of General A. A. Brusiloff, was skep- 
tical yesterday of reports that General 
Brusiloff had become the leader of the 
Bolshevist armies. She said that she be- 
lieved General Brusiloff to be dead, al- 
though she was: not sure of it. 

‘*T have not received a letter from m 
sister,’’.she said,.*‘ since November, 1918. 
That letter had been written early. in 
1918. At that time General Brusiloff 
was in a hospital in Moscow. My sister 
wrote that the Bolsheviki had opened a 
machine gun fire on his headquarters, 
wounding him in both legs. One leg 
was so vadly hurt that it had to be am- 
putated. Since then I have heard from 
army officers. and Y. M. C. A. Workers 
that: General Brusiloff was dead. I be- 
lieve. this to be true,. although there is 
no absolute confirmation for it.’’ 

Mrs, Johnston said that General Brusi- 
loff abhorred the Bolsheviki and would 
neyer become their leader. .

Flames Sweep Fine Arts Gal- 
lery on Eve of Architectural 
League Exhibition. 








Building Given by George W. 
Vanderbilt Destroyed—Many 
Irreparable Losses. 





COLLECTION NOT INSURED 





Damage to Building Estimated at 
$250,000—Some Exhibitors 
Moved to Tears. 


/ 





Art objects valued at more than $500,- 
000, which had been ‘collected from the 
ecuntry over for the thirty-fifth an- 
nual exhibition of the Architectural 
League, which was tu have opened to- 
day at the American Fine Arts Society 
galleries, 215 West Fifty-seventh Street, 
were burned yesterday morning. Prac- 
tieally the whole collection was de- 
strayed. Damage to the building was 
estimated at $250,000. 

The collection represented years of 
work by many of the foremost artists, 
sculptors, and interior decorators of 
the United States and Canada, includ- 
ing Daniel Chester French, Gertrude 
V. Whitney, C. C. Rumgey, Janet Scud- 
der, Paul W. Bartlett. John Gregory. 
Paul Manship, Edwin H. Blashfield, 
Clara Elisene Peck, and scores of other 
jexhinicors who spent most of the day in 
the flooded building sorrowfully. contem- 
plating the ruin. 

{ Some of the exhibitors were moved 

to tears as they viewed the charred 
wreckage. And, unfortunately, all the 
art objects had not heen insured as a 
collection, though several owners had 
“Individual protection. 

The lives of nearly 900 members of the 
Art Students’ League, which occupies the 
greater part of the main four-story 
building of the American Fine Arts So- 
clety, were endangered by the rapidity 
with which the fire spread. But they 
had been instructed how to meet just 


such an event and all escaped in good 
order as soon as the fire gongs sounded 
throughout the building. 

The fire gained headway so rapidly 
that it threatened to spread to adjoining 
buildings, and as a precautionary meas- 
ure the police made preparations to have 
the tenants moved from two large apart- 
ment houses at Fifty-seventh Street and 
‘Seventh Avenue and at Fifty-eighth 
Street and Seventh Avenue, adjoining 
the burning structure on the cast. 

The fire started in the extreme north 
gallery—an extension of the main build-

fined entirely to the gallery adjoining it 
on the north. Although practically every 
object in the collection had been fire- 
proofed in accordance with the regula- 
tions of the Architectural League, the 
contents of the galleries proved to be 
highly inflammable and all were con- 
sumed quickly. 

J. B. Lawler of Engine Company 65 
received a ba@ly cut hand when struck 
by falling glass, and Patrick J. Reardon 
of Engine Company 23 was hit on the 
head and left knee by bricks when the 
north wall of the gallery collapsed. Both 
were attended by Dr. Harry Archer, 
surgeon of the Fire Department, and 
Reardon was removed to the office of 
Dr. L. D. Rice, Harry Ness of Truck 4 
was cut by falling glass and taken to 
Polyclinic Hospital. 

The buliiding is occupied by the Ameri- 
can Fine Aris Society, which was in- 


corporated in 1889, and includes. the A 


National Academy of Design, the New 
York Chapter of the American Institute 


of Architects, the American Water Color 
Society, and the Arm Students’ League. 
Aside from the destruction of the Archi- 
tectural League collection, none of the 
other ee suffered any loss. 
The buildings were insured. The col- 
lection of art of the American Academy 
at Rome, which was in one of the ex- 
hibition rooms of the main building, 
escaped damage also, 

One of the Peariest losers by the fire 
was Arthur Crisp, Vice President of the 
Architectural League. He valued his 
collection at $20,000 and it was unin- 
sured.: He was particularly distresse¢ 
over the destruction of a murai painting, 
‘Diana and the White Horse,’’ 11 feet 
by 15 feet, which he valued at $10,000. 
He also lost some smaller paintings and 
some very fine silk tapestries, Mr. 
Crisp said the objects he had placed_ in 
the exhibition represented two years’ 
hard work. 

‘““My Buddy,”’ a bronse piece by Mrs. 
Harry Paynes. Whitney, was badly dam- 
aged, but it was thought that it might 
be salvaged, but her three-figure ‘Faun °’ 
and ‘‘ Aster Fountains ’’ were destroyed. 

C, Rumsey’s ‘Pagan Kin,’ a fig- 
ure of a reclining woman, on which he 
had spent a ae 8 work, and which was 
valued at $10,000, was a total.loss, but 
a smaller piece, ‘*“Duck Fountain,’’ in 
plaster, was saved.

AMERICA WON'T JOIN 
BOXING CONCLAVE 


Board of Control Objects to 
Scheme of Representation 
in International Union. 


Adopting the attitude that the rules of 
the proposed union militate against fair 
representation in proportion to the box- 
ing activities of the countries involved, 
the Army, Navy and Civilian Board of 
Boxing Control has notified European 
boxing officials supporting the coming 
meeting of the International Boxing 
Union that this country will not be rep- 
resented at the conclave to be held in 
Paris Feb. 5. Adam Empie, Secretary 
of the Boxing Board,' made this dis- 
closure yesterday, ard at the same time 
divulged the contents of a cablegram 
sent to the headauarters of the Inter- 
national Boxing Union in Paris by 
Anthony J. Drexel Biddle, President of 
the Army, Navy and Civilian Board of 
Boxing Control. 


Secretary Empie’s statement, with the 
cablegram sent by President biddle, fol- 
lows: 

‘** America will not be represented on 
Feb. 5 next in Paris at the meeting of 
the body called The International Box- 
ing Union, the organization which aims 
at securing the absolute control of box- 
ing throughout the world. A represent- 
ative of this board was invited to at- 
tend, but, after considering Article I. of 
the, laws of its constitution, which the 
promoters of the union framed in 
France, it was. deemed inadvisable to 
take any part in the proposed confer- 
ence. The article in question reads as 
follows: 

‘““* Art. I—An International Federal 
of Professional Boxing is constituted 
under the name of the International 
Boxing Union, between the bodies 
(formed in the different nations, with the 
object of ruling the profession sport of 
English boxing. ‘These bodies, in the 
proportion of one’for each nation, de- 
clare to adhere to the hereafter ‘stat- 

tes.’ 

“On this basis the voting would en- 
title each of the following countries, 
Switzerland, Argentina, phe Hol- 
land, Italy, Belgium and Greece, in 
some of which countries begga is al- 
most unknown, to an equal voice with 
America in the framing of rules and 
regulations for the control of boxing 
throughout the world. Alignment of the 
votes of any two or more of these coun- 
tries with the votes of France would 
enable the country to force the adoption 
of the French code of rules which have 
been recently framed, and the provisions 
of which are, in the opinidn of those 
most competent to judge, quite imprac- 
ticable. This board has decided to mani- 
fest its disapproval by non-attendance 
rather than lend countenance to an 
organization which gives 75 per cent. of 
the voting power to countries which ag- 
a ea only 5 per cent. of the world’s

‘‘Replying to and thanking you for 
your invitation to this board to attend 
the Congress in Paris,- Feb. 5, I regret 
to inform you that this board does not 
feel justified in sending a representa- 
tive. This decision is based on Article 
I. of the laws drafted by you for the 
control of boxing throughout the werld. 
This article declares that members of 
the proposed union shall have one vote 
for each country which is represented. 
America, having five world’s champions, 
is equitably entitled to more than a 
voting equality with Switzerland. Argen- 
tina, Norway, Holland, Italy, Belgium, 
Greece and other countries where boxing 
is almost’ non-existent. This board has 
no desire to dictate terms for the forma- 
tion of an international union, but it 
cannot support an organization which 
awards 75 per cent. of the voting power 
to countries which aggregate only 5 per 
cent. of the world’s boxing. An asso- 
ciation. in the framing of the constitu- 
tion of which the two greatest boxing 
countries have had no voice, is fore- 
doomed to failure. We suggest the 
formation of a new body on equitable 
basis. . Conventions might be held in 
France or elsewhere, but headauarters 
should be in one or other of the two 
great centres of world’s boxing activity— 
London or New York.

He add- 
ed that the germ was not the same as 
the influenza germ and that he could not 
at present tell the relation between the 
two. He said, however, that sleeping 
sickness was an independent disease. 
When told that Dr. Copeland had said he 
viewed serum with suspicion Dr. Strauss 
said: ‘‘ We have no serum.”

MORE PETAILS ARE NEEDED 


Johns Hopkins Man Says Marconi 
Should Give a Full Description 
of the Phenomena. 


,ROME, Jan. 29.~Interplanetary com- 
munication, as suggested by mysterious 
waves recently caught by. wireless plants 
throughout the world, is not a subject 
for ridicule, says Profesgor Domenico 
Argentieri, the widely known scientist. 
He asserts it is possible: to send mes- 
sages from the earth to other members 
of the ‘sun’s family, because ether will 
convey electric waves as readily as air. 
‘* These mysterious ications,’’ 
he said today, ‘‘ make. one think of 
spiritualistic phenomena, which have 





been commonly believed to be due mere-’ 


ly to natural forces. Because of the 
regularity with which they have been ob- 
served, however, scientists believe they 
are due, not to: mechanical, but to in-- 
telligent, force.’’ 


FLORENCE, Jan. 29.—Father Alfani, 
Director of the Ximenian ‘Observatory 
in this city, said today that to spread 
rumors relative to interchange of mes- 
sages between planets was *‘ absolutely 
‘scandalous.”’ 

“* What has been observed at wireless 
stations at London and New York,’”’ he 
declared, ‘‘ has been caused by atmos- 

heric discharges, which have always 
meesteres with radio communieation.’’
